Illinois contains the following

vision: 


“ No county, city, 
township, 
school district, or other municipal 
corporation, shall he allowed to 
oecome indebted in any manner or 
for any purpose, to an amount, in­ 
cluding existing indebtedness, in 
the aggregate exceeding five per 
centvm on the value of the tax­ 
able property therein, to be ascer­ 
tained by the last assessment for 
state and county taxatiou, 
pre­ 
vious to the incurring of such in­ 
debtedness.” 
The present bonded debt of this 
City is about 140,000. 
The present valuation of the City 
•Messed for taxation is about $i 500 - 
Ooo. 
This would admit of a legal debt 
of about #75 000, and it would appear 
on superlicai reading of tne law that 
the power would exist to increase the 
bonded debt from its present amount 
to 175 000. 


This is not however the case, for the 
following reasons:—The City has 
large amount of indebtedness other 
than its outstanding 
bonds which 
must be considered as an indebted­ 
ness under the constitutional provi 
sion. 


I iiese other debts are made up as

F ir s t - A 11 warrants now issued and 
upaid which are not provided for by 
cash now on hand.
